London', Juno o. — Mr. Gladstone hasldia- 
appointed tho friends of the Government 
luid has encouraged its enemiea this weelc 
by his failure to apply heroic measures for 
the adyanoement of the Home Bule bill in 
committee. Clause 3, wliich has been under 
(liscuuaion, contains twenty-throo lines and 
teu suli-cliviaions concerning tlio subjects on 
wliich the l>ul)!in Legislature shall bo pow- 
erless to niuUe laws. In tho lust week just, 
seven lines and three of tho sub-diviaioua 
avc been approved. This is as bad as the 
delay in the approving of clause 1, and has 
arouaed varied feelings of dissatisfaction 
anionn the mofili loyal Oladstonians. The 
Ijiberals Rte irritated and chagrined because • 
i.heit prophecies of bUn.ni My action liy the 
Govf riur.cnl, have proved false ao fur, lliul 
the Ji'iah liiivc been txnaporaled to the 
verge of revolt; by tlie taunta of the Union- 
ibt.s, which lliey have borne in silence in the 
liopo of facilitating the progress of the bill. 
If the ])roniised relief doea not. come eoon 
tho Iriah mcmbcia may bo expected to 
jump into tho fruj and avengo all tho giboa 
aud insults tlirown at them by Mr. Balfour 
and Mr. Chamberlain during the last week, 
A SEVERE STRAIN. 

Thomas SextoDj anti-Parnellite for Nortli 
Kerry, has served notice oo the ministers 
that iu case deoieive aotloh agaiost obstruc- 
tinnisU be further delayed, neither Justin 
.MoCurlhy nor he can be responsible for the 
ailenco of the Nationalists when goaded by 
this speoios of opposition. The increasin;; 
bittornesa of the Unionists, he says, had 
put such a severe strain upon the discipline 
of tho Irish parties that unless tho Govern- 
ment would come to the rescue ^^•ith re- 
prcaaive measures, tho Iriah lenders would 
be powerless to prevent their men from ex- 
ercii-ing their full parliamentary privileges 
of debate. .Such a lifting of the flood- 
gates would mean the doubling of the pre- 
sent resources of ohalruction and tho poat- 
ponemont of final action on tho bill until 
August. The Liberal members of the 
House of Commons, appalled by tho proa- 
peot, are urging tho Ministry to avert the 
thrtateuing calamity by carrying out; the 
programme formulated by Mr. (jiadatouc 
during the Whiteuntidu reccfa. The ulier 
desp-jruteneaa of tho situation is revealed 
by the fact that even tho Unionists have 
begun to weary of proposing and dividing on 
ndninnts which never h'a'd : the slightest 
chance of being accepted. 

AMHNDMKNTS AND OnSTKUCTIONS, 

Laat eveuing a Unionist conference at 
Devoriahire house discloaed a wide differ 
eucu us to the expediency of indulging with 
outatint in the amendment. nuii:ia. Lord 
Randolph Churchill protested agaiuat the 
Tory talking conlests of recent sittiuga, and 
advocated the liniitat ion of the del)ate to 
niotionii uuthori^cd by the Conservulive and 
Liberal Unionist lenders. The complainra 
of Unionist, memlicrs wh.o were kept wail- 
ing in tho House: for hours to pirticipate in 
hfipeltss and purposeless diviaiona, ho said, 
ought to he coni-idered tor the sake of pm ty 
diiciple if for nothing else. IU. IIoii, Mr. 
lirtifour agreed in principle wifli Lord Ran- 
dolph, although contending that exceptional 
privileges ought to be granted the free 
iunces of the (Opposition. .Joseph Chamber- 
Iiiin, leader of the Liberal Unionists, how- 
ever, favored war to the knife all 
along tho line. Ho insisted upon the 
policy of unceasing oppo-nition and 
obstruction and pleaded so earnestly for his 
views that eventually they wero approved 
by tho eonferenco. A series of now amend- 
nienta was prepared. Lord Randolph and 
Mr. Balfour still diaapproved of this course, 
but the Liberal-UniouiBts, notably Sir 
Henry James, are heartily in accord with 
Mr. Chamberlain. 

RELiniON OK TlIK lUISH I.K(lISl.ATl7IiK. 

A minor iasuo of Homo Rule, now much 
discussed in the lobbies, is tlio ofiicial re- 
ligion of the Iriah legislature. Will tho 
chaplains of both houses be Catholica, if 
not, what will become of the acruplea of tho 
Ulster Protestants? These riueatious, al- 
though of trivial importance, are exciting 
much irritation, especially among the repre- 
sentatives of the Orange conatitucnciea. As 
a large majority of tho members of tho Iriah 
legislature will bo Catholics, it is unlikely 
that any other than Catholic chaplaina will 
bo appointed, although the suggestion of u 
compromise has bee.:: made to the elTect that 
tho Upper Bouse shall have a Protestant 
and the Lower House a Catholic to read 
prayera 

Tui; «i;kman arm^ dill. 
The leading parly feature of German poli- 
tics during tlio week has been tho declara- 
tion of the Agrarian and anti-Semitic fac- 
tions in favor of the Army bill, ou condi- 
tion that the chancellor modilic-a his com- 
mercial policy. The Agrarian leaders pro- 
pose to extort guarantees of proteetiou be- 
fore voting for the bill. The Agrarian 
league is developing surprising activity on 
the atump, Tho party will contest moat of 
tho districts in Silesia, and will have a largo 
number of candidates throughout I'riisaia. 
It was announced that a Socialist meeting 
was to bo held at Mel/,, and among the 
the speukers who were to address the meet- 
ing was llerr Liebknecht. Tho authoritiea 
prohibited the meeting, but the Socialiats 
determined to nasomblo at a place other 
than the one advertised. They proceeded 
to u " braaaie " in the suburbs and at- 
tempted to hold the meeting there, but tho 
police interfered and drove them out of tho 
place. He'rr Liebknecht left Mot?, yesterday 
without making his proposed speech. Be 
went to Bairrebruok.-Ihe Catholioa through- 
out AlaacB-Lorraine are hostile to the piili- 
tary bill and will contest every district in 
the provinces. Their' list of candidates 
ahowa that priests will stand for election in 
Mot/., Strasburg and several other placcp. 

INTlinNATIO.VAL niLLIAIlD.S. 

The international billiard match botwicn 
Frank Ives and John Roberta ended this 
evening. Comparatively little interest was 
felt in tho game, as it vvus a foregone con- 
clusion that Ivea would run out. In tho 
opening runs Ives had a slight advantagi?. 
Then ho run 8<) ; Roberta followed with ."iO 
and 103.. After having made another si ort 
run of 4G, Ives got the balls jammed and 



ran ,S52. This carried his score up to 
5,997. Roberta made 'JO points in four 
runs, and when Ivea ran out Roberta' final 
score was .'1,8^1. After tho match the 
referee said in an interview: "Comment 
on auch a match is superfluous. The match 
was a curious and intereetinpr experiment ; 
but it hardly is likely to be repeated. 'Xhe

THE HEW RANGE. 

The annoanoemant that a range ia to be 
provided for the Vict'oria riflemen without 
delay, was very welcome news.

ments,

At Westmin- 
ster the MiniHter expressed tho hope that 
he would ba able to lay the corner 
stone (if u mnv drill hall there next year.

— The swindling 
and robbing operations of Mayano and 
Alonzo, the Spanish firm engaged in cxten- 
aivo cnmmisaiou liouao business here, proves 
to have been much greater than at first re- 
p^rte(l. In addition to having received 
Siij.OUO worth of cotton from tho Mexican 
National railroad by pretending to be the 
ugcnta for Iho cotiaiguutsi, and presenting 
forged acceptances to that elTeot, the two 
members of tho firm have just been charged 
with having received and disposed of i51,300 
worth of coffee in tho same manner. A 
largo portion of the cotton has been discov- 
ered in a cotton factoiy near here and seized 
by the courts. It ia estimated that tho firm 
I1U8 obtained §100,000 by its bold swindling 
Bchemea during the past few months.

Captain .Svvan, on the Other 
hand, said \ mX thy mm were mutinous, re- 
fuaed to work nnd drank lota of bad whiskey. 

.Seaman William Fields stated that Capt. 
Stran was drunk the greater part of she 
voyage. While intoxicated, Fields said 
that " Swan would become madly insane." 
Armed with a dangerous looking knife ten 
inches in length and a revolver, he would 
make " Borne bowl " about the bark. 
He threatened to shoot the men, but in 
8t«ad, the bullets from tho revolver pierced 
the aaila. He challonged the crew to 
fitjht duels with him and indulged in 
otlu'r b u'b.iritios.

the p'llicc Hag b.i raised. Captain S'.van 
rifuscd to give his consent. A blue shirt 
v.as then hoisted, but wao hauled down 
by tho mate under instructions from tlio 
captain. The crow refused to work unless 
t he V were permitted to go aahoro to see a 
United States commiaaioncr. Tho other 
members of the crow who testified corrobor- 
ated Field's story. 

Captain Swan's statcuient didn't} coincide 
with that of the crew, ll'.i stated that somo 
of the men -Hore drunk durii g the voyage 
and that they refused to work. Ho be- 
lieved they were dangerous men and wus 
afraid of them. He introduced a paper 
signed by James W. 'Jcileries, United States 
cm'suliir agent at I'ehuantepec, Mexico. 
Tho latter stated that on Marcli l-t, 
he was called aboard the bark to 
mako an investigation. He did so 
with the rco'.ilt that he ordered 
the crew to go to work. The agent stated 
that ho found W^atch Seaman Fay in u 
drnnkeu condition; further that when Cap- 
tain Sivan ordered Seaman Fields to go on 
watch the latter used abuivivo language and 
refused to obey the command.

distribution of the small amount cf necca- 
aary labur aa to iullict the minimum of tiuu- 
(iuy deprivation upon oustodiauH, librariana, 
or police. Further it was the duty of tho 
Church to remind the people of England 
that tho foremoat privilctji! of ihu Lord'a 
Day was tho privilcii;e and rcfsponaibility of 
worship. That must bo safeguarded at 
whatever cost. 

The conclaaion to which the joint com* 
mittee of tho two houaoa of Convocation 
came is o.'cpreaaed in tho following aentences : 
TIiu uumiiiilleo Jill uofc rocon'nicnd any 
luwifje in the existing lawa respecting Sun- 
day obaervancc (apart from the question of 
tho li(juor tratlie, which did not come with- 
in the scope of this inquiry), and desired 
tho adoption of every possible aufeguard 
against the uufairness or miauae in the case 
of tho libraries, musouma, or art galleries 
now open on Sundays under the sanction of 
the law as it stood. Suljject to tliose con- 
ditions, tho coniniittoo was of opinion lliat 
tho cause of tlio religion of Christ liad 
nothmg to fear from tho reuaonable and 
careful extsBsion of the principle of Sanday 
opening described in the report. 

Resolutions were passed by tho Conven- 
tion in accordmco with the coucluaious of 
the Committee. Many will, no doubt, con- 
demn tho Convocation as unsound, incon- 
sistent and worldly, &a., &o., but there are 
fenr well-iofcrmed people wlio will 
undertake to say that the mem- 
bers of the Convocation of Canterbury 
are incapable of forming an iuLelligent op- 
inion on the subject of Sunday obaervance. 
Ill thin matter, it ia, iu our opinion, not wise 
or chtiritablo hastily to judge onu'a fellow 
Christians. 



THIS SUNDAY QUESTION. 

Tho qnoation of the observance of the 
Sabb ith or tlio Lord's Day or Sunday, ia 
one upon which there ia, iu iheae days, a 
great diveraily of opinion, even among re- 
ligious people. There are some who bold 
that the day should be observed with ex 
treme rigidity, that no manner of work 
that can be avoided should be done in it, 
and that it is sinful to indulge in any kind 
of amuaomeuL on that day. Tho Sabbath, 
Lhoy hold, from the first hour to tho last, 
shou'd be devdbed to religion is some form, 
There are others who believe that though 
public and private worship should not be 
neglected on that day, Christians are not 
roq iired to observe the Lord's Day wirh 
cither Jowiah or puritanical strictness. 
They consider it improper to attend theatres 
or t ) play cards on that day, but they see no 
harm in a little quiet and innocent recreation, 
Buob, for instance, as taking a walk, visiting 
a muieum or an art gallery, or liateuing to 
a band, always providing that theao mild 
diver .iana do not interlere with attendance 
at ohuruh or the performance of some other 
religions duly. Then again there are believers 
in the Christian religion who endeavor to live 
according to its precepts who hold that the 
Sabbith is not in any form a Chrihtian in- 
stitution, and who believe tbuc wliut ia 
r uht and lawful to do on any otiier day can 
be dune on Sunday. Many of theao believe 
that Sunday should be a day of rest, but 
their belief ia based rather on physiological 
and social grounds than on religious princi- 
ple. They think that 'the health, bodily 
aud mental, of mankind requires that one 
day iu aeven should be sot apart for rest 
and meditation and recreation. 

A cutting from an Engliah ncwapnper 
contoining a synopsis of tho report of a joint 
committee of the two Houses of Convocation 
of Canterbury, on the Sunday opening of 
muaeums and Sunday recreations, sent ua by 
a friend, has directed our attention to this 
subject. The committee ia not 80 strict as 
might bo expected, Its secretary, it 
seem", wrote to tho clergymen of several 
large provincial towns as well as the iceirop- 
olis, to learn the effect of the Sunday open- 
ing of museums, public librariea, etc. Tho 
conolusiona drawn from the information thus 
received are stated as follows : 

Speaking generally, the clerical corre- 
spondents of the committee find no objection 
to the practice. The Vicar of Greenwicii 
declares that the presence of a band iii thn 
park on Sunday afternoon has proved 
t,(i bo a material oounter attraction 
to the public house, and while the 
jAiliHcana at first exhibited tho bills an- 
uounciiig the band, within ten days they all 
tool< them down. . 

Tho following extract from the paper be- 
fire us shows the attitude whioh the com- 
mittee considered the clergy ought to take 
with respect to the recreations tliat have 
been specified above : 

The pages of this report contain sutUcient 
evidence as to the thousands of men and 
women in England, belonging not to one 
class but to many, who were now using 
every Sunday such libraries, picture gal- 
leries, oto., us were open to them. Whilo, 
in tho opinion of the committee, it was not 
the duty of tho Church to endeavor to inter- 
poac a barrier againat such extension of the 
Sunday uac of libraries, picture galleries, 
and muaeums as waa compatible with the 
apirit of tho Fourth Commandment, and 
with tho duo safe guarding for tho Eugliah 
people of tho sacred privilege of Sunday 
worship and Sunday rest, it did not appear 
to tho committee to devolve upon the clergy 
in any special sense to plead for tho Sunday 
opening of inolitutioiia fer which no general 
demand was locally apparent. The. 
jealous regard for the sanctity of tho 
Lord'a Day was to be thankfully em^ouruged, 
and where a thoughtful desire for the Sun- 
day uae of libraries, galleries, or nuiaeuiiia 
found expresaion, the utmost euro ought in 
their opinion to be taken from the outset, 
that provision should be made for such a 



TEE GERMAN CONTEST. 

The German elections take place on the 
loth of the present month. The election 
campaign in Germany is consequently now 

at its height. Tho people are making a lib- 
eral U'ie of their privileges. IClectioncering 
is going on there at a grout rate. The num- 
ber of candidates in the field surprises the 
oldest campaigners. The reason of ibis is 
that there is a large number of political fac- 
tions in Germany. Each faction is doing 
what it can to bo represented in the next 
Keichstag. This accounts for tho unusual 
number of candidates for legislative honors. 
This plethora of candidates makes it difiS- 
cult to forecast the result of the eleotion. 
The contest appears, so far, nncertain. At 
present it seems to be any one's game. 
There are eome who aay that the indications 
are favorable to the i-'.mperor'a party, and 
there aro others who quite as confidently 
declare that ho is certain to be beaten. All 
obaervors agree in saying that the prospects 
of the Social Democrats are bright. They 
are making a strong fight, and are sure to 
have a considerably increased repn acntation 
in tho ne."ct House. 

What makes tho situition moro difficult 
to understand than it would bo with ue, is 
tho fact that the winning candidate must 
poll a clear majority of the votes cast. 
Where three or more candidates ore run- 
ning, it is something unusual for one to poll 
more votes than all tho others combined. 

If the election on the 15th does not 
decide which of tho candidates in a 
given district is returned, a second 
election must be held.* The two candi- 
dates who have received the most 
votes nlust contest tho district a senond 
time, and it will not be until these second 
elections are over that the true result of tho 
contest will be known. It is quite possible 
that it cannot be decided whether the 
Opposition or the Government is victorious 
until after the Beichstag meets. The dif- 
ferent parties may be returned in such pro- 
portions that it .will depend upon the coni- 
binatiuns made after the election, whether 
the I'lmpcror's policy will be sustained or 
not. 

It does not appear that the Emperor Is a 
politician in the ordinary sense of the term. 

He hna not learned how to manage men. 
He is a very unskilful tactician, or, rather, 
it would be more correct to aay that ho ia 
not a tactician at all. He does not know 
how to conciliate opponents,' and ho ia too 
proud and too self-willed to make many 
attempts to win over waverers to his side. 
And it does not appear that Caprivi ia moro 
skilful in gaining support than his master. 
He ia an honest, plain-apoken man who 
will not try to wheedle a member over to 
hia aide who ia deaf to reason. The chances 
are that the schemers and the intriguers 
will be too many for the Emperor and his 
Chancellor. 



ABOUT VACCINATION. 

The subject of vaccination was brought 
up two or ihrco weeks ago in the British 
House of Commons. Mr. Hopwood con- 
demned compulsory vaccination and moved 
a rcnoUition to the ell'ect that the law com- 
pelling tho vaccination of infants and young 
persons was unjustifiable, ,and ought to be 
repealed. Mr. A. O'Connor seconded the 
resolution, and Sir W. Foster, on the Gov- 
eriiiiicnt aide, defended tho law aud opposed 
its repiial. W'u do not see that anything 
new was H.iid by uiiy "£ the. speaker.a. Tlio 
an! i-vacoinatioiiibta, however, made a better 
show as to cumbers than one would expect, 
Mr. Hopwood'a resolntion was lost on a 
diviaion of 130 to 70. 

About tho same time tho subject of vac- 
cination was considered by tho Council of 
the Royal College of Surgeons, and this is 
the resolution that was passed by that dis- 
tinguished body of professional men : 

" We, the Council of the Royol CoIlegQ 
of Surgeons of England, desire to put on 
record at the present time our opinion of 
the value of vaccination as a protection 
ugainab smallpox. , 

" We consider the evidence in favor of 
its lifo-aaving power to be overwhelming, 
and wo believe, from ovidcnce equally 
atroug, that the dangcra incidental to tho 
operation, when properly performed, are 
inlinitiiiiiiial.

" We are, moreover, firmly convinced 
that revacoination is an additional safo- 
t'uurd, and should be aniversally prac- 
tiHcd. 

" Wo would add that we believe that the 
instructions of the Local Government Board 
for public vaccinators are well designed to 
ecoiii'o the greatest e£Saiency in vaccination, 
and to uvoid the liability to risks from the 
operation." 

When omiiicnt and experienced phy'- 
aiciuna expreaa such convictions as thoae, 
very little attention ahould bo paid to the 
hasty concluaions of unprofesaional men, 
who have had neither the time nor tho op- 
portunity to obtain tlie information nsces- 
sary to enable them to act as guides to 
others in a matter of snoh importance. 

The London Times has an article on the 
subject in which it states aomo facta that 
shonld be generally known. If, aaya that 
before vaccination was introduoiid, the mor- 
tality in London frnni amallpo.v waa three 
thousand in a million yearly. The rate ia 
now ono hundred and seventy-eight in a, 
million. Aecording to this, vaccination 
saves more thaa fourteen thousand lives a 
year in London alone. 

Compulsory vaccination has in Knpland 
and Wales been followed by beneficial ef- 
fects. Before vaccination was made com- 
pulsory, the deaths from Broallpo.\ were ;i05 
in tho million. After the compulsory law 
was enacted, although it was not ei&oiently 
enforced, the deaths fell to 223 in the mil- 
lion. They have since fallen to 114 per mil- 
lion. 'I'hcae reaulls cunld not have been aeci- 
dontal aud they cannot bo reasonably attrib- 
uted to any other caUse. 

Ah inost people are so situated that they 
cannot enquire into this matter, if they 
would, it is, we think, safe for them to 
place reliance on tho ooncluaiona arrived at 
by men who have had both the time and 
tho opportunity to make the neceesary cu- 
quiriea, and whose buainess it is to find out 
tho truth regarding vacoination. Q?ho 
medical men say that vacoiaation is eifiea- 
caoious, and it is safe to oonclude if they do 
not know whether there ia virtue in it or 
not, no one else does. '

I It may bo safely and deliberately as- 
Bertedthat the duties of the American 
imatron, who is also mother and house- 
keeper, aro more Bcrions, draw more 
heavily upon mental, moral and nervous 
iforces than do tho stated tasks of any 
other class of women on cither side of 
the ocean. This I say in view of tho re- 
Bponsibilitios insoparahlo from tho posi- 
tion, tho nia,;;nitn(lo of tlio issues in- 
volved and tho meager facilities afford- 
ed for the right porformanco of the task.

Her domain is a microcosm, but at the 

best inchoate. 

I Husbands point to tho clockwork ma- 
chinery of etoro and factory and office. 
"All that the housewife needs," accord- 
ing to them, "is rigid system, a firm 
hand and a steady head." In practice 
tho obedient wifo finds rigidity yielding 
like wax before tho hot blast of tempers 
quickened by her "system." the reins 
snapping in the firm hand, and the heail 
aching to reeling with the eflfort to de- 
vise ways and means by which to keep 
her family tolerably comfortablo amid 
changes many and rows innumerable. 
That slio does accomplish this; that out 
of tlio material supplied she makes a 
homo worthj- of tho name; that she 
manages and retains her servants for 
months and years and sujiplements their 
deficiencies so cleverly tliat nobod}' sus- 
jpects lack of supply, may not bo an ar- 
gument for v.-liat (Juula styles "female 
suSrage." it dova prove that executive 
and administrative ability of no mean 
order is an essential among the quali- 
fications for tho position of housemoth- 
er, and that she possesses these much 
ioftener than her detractois have the fair- 
ness to admit. 

i From attic to cellar sho performs tho 
heaviest part of each servant's task in 
planning, in.«pccting and revising. No 
matter upoh what member of the do- 
picstic force blame descends, she feels it 
first and most keenly. This same gonso 
of personal accountability felt, without 
exception, by tho'guild is tho ono weight 
upon consdouco and nciwo which our 
matron never laj'S by until tho deathful 
body of mortality is dropped, 
i A profound pathos underlies the daily 
round of her for whom the Saxons in- 
vented tho pretty name of "loaf giver." 
So much must precede tho loaf 1 
! The father provides. The mother 
broods over, nourishes, dispenses, gives, 
with both hands and a full heart, fer- 
vently — gives royally not unto tho half 
but tho wholo of her kingdom. Tho fa- 
ther may build tho house. Without the 
mother nothing can make it a home. If 
Bhe be absent, the family is a watch with- 
out tho mainspring that, coiled close bo- 
hind cog and wheel, invisible to tho care- 
less eye, controls tho whole. Frances 
Power Cobbe tells us that wo aro "human 
beings of tho mother sex." Wo accept 
the classification gladly and proudly. 
I It is hardly a digression tq| introduce 
here the expressed regret that there has 
never been indited by able pen and gen- 
erous heart a "Plea For Commouplaco 
iWomen" — women who aro not handsome 
nor brilliant nor fashionable nor, even in 
the popular acceptation of the term, in- 
tellectual; women without stirring am- 
bitions or showy accomplishments, some- 
times to tlio hyiiorcritical eye without 
any sufficient raison d'etre, yet who 
mako their homes happy, hold husbau'ls 
true to noblo ends and bring up sons 
and daughters to show to the generation 
following tho beauty of clean, beneficent 
lives. Our Lord sot tho seal of divine ap- 
proval upon this class almost 1,'JOO years 
ago: "Sho hath done what she could." 
I The potency of wifely influence at its 
height is weak, its area narrow by con- 
trast -with tho part tho mother plays in 
•molding tho cliaractcr and lives of her 
offspring. Heroin lies her chiefcst worlc, 
her mission par eminence. In it sho is in- 
comparable. It may bo truo that there 
Ss no necessary man. Under every roof 
tree there is one necessary woman, and 
|that is tho mother. The souls of her b!i- 
biea are wax, and tho graver is never 
out of her hand. Tho minds .and liearts 
of her grownup children aro marble 
carved and lettered jby.her. 
I The mother 'make's the child. Like 
tother tremendous truths, it sounds trito 
i—as trito as when wo say "Tho sun 
Bhines," which is the moat importanj 



fact in tho universe as wo know it. Tho 
mothers of tho land are weaving in hand 
looms tho tapestry which a hundred 
years hence bo labeled tho history of tho 
last decade of the nineteenth and tho first 
of . thiB; twentieth century. While advo- 
cates for and remonstrants against female 
suffrage are blasting and counlerblasting 
legislatures as to who shall make tho 
laws and vote upon them our common- 
place woman is forming the men and 
women who are to live out those laws— 
or defy them. 

Yet I am in weekly receipt of letters 
from women wlio aro wives and moth- 
ers who crj' out against tho limitations 
set to their aspirations after a higher and 
nobler life, and almost as many letters of 
inquiry to this efiffct: "J have such and 
such talents. I have the witness within 
mo that I was made for something better 
than suckling fools and chronicling small 
beer. What is, ia your judgment, my 
mission in life?" 

We marvel at tho ascendancy some 
women, uninteresting to us, retain over 
tlieir better educated, more rofliiod chil- 
dren. Their boys and girls know them 
better than wo. Wo see tho seeming; 
they know tho being. 

Bccognizing the solemn force of what 
I have said, and so much more to the 
same efifect that strength and time would 
fail were I to attempt to sot it forth, 
' who, Ti'o-xt to tho mother, is tlio most im- 
portant member of tho household if not 
tho daughter to whoso hands will bo 
committed tho thinking and acting of 
tho generation yet unborn? 

The stuff of which capital wives aro 
mado should bo chosen as Jlrs. Primrose 
Bolccted her wedding gown — for qualities 
that will wear well, which recalls tlio 
encomium gi'avely pronounced upon a 
newly betrothed maiden the other day 
by an elderly gentleman. He said sho 
"w.as all wool, tho sanio on both sides 
and IX yard wide." We Laughed, but the 
compliment was wc^'th having. Our girl 
should be very much hotter than the pot 
and toy of tho father, the idol elevated to 
a sheltered niche by tho mother and 
hung with the laces and jewels her votary 
cannot afiford to purchase for hfirself. 
There is too much of tins shortsighted 
idolatrj' in Auioricau homes. 

It behooves tho mother who, forecast- 
ing her child's future of toilful respon- 
sibility, would have her, as the apostle 
Ids neophytes, "without carefulness," to 
question liorsclf if she may not bo feed- 
ing her charge with drone's instead of 
quooii's honey. A young girl is so fair 
and sweet a thing, her glee in emancipa- 
tion from school and cominilsory labor 
so rapturous, her term of singlehood 
probably so brief, that everybody spoils 
while enjoying her. For her tho now 
carpets aro laid down, tho furniture ia 
rejuvenated, the hours of meals altered. 
She can be young but once, and this is 
her heyday of existence. 

Tho mother, who dismissed her com- 
plexion when her first baby came, ex- 
changing drawing room for nursery 
about the same time, has only vicarious 
satisfaction in tho new order of things. If 
tho family purse be inclined to leanness, 
sho turns last year's gown that Flor- 
ence may have tho new costume tho 
dear child longs for, wears 4 or oven 
2-buttoneil gloves that Madeline's may 
roach all tho way to tho armpits, and if 
she gets a winter's outfit for herself does 
it under protest and only that "the chil- 
dren may not bo ashamed of their old 
fashioned mother." 

Much may bo said on tho other side of 
the question. Tho mother is blame- 
worthy if she allows her cliildren to grow 
away from her. Tho divergence may 
liavo begun very far back, perhaps 
when you, her mother, did not think it 
worth while to tell your little daughter 
wliy you denied her permission to go to 
a merrymaking attended by "all the 
other girls," or when later you took her 
sharply to ta.sk for letting a nico young 
fellow walk with her from school, and 
administered to tho boy, who only meant 
to bo kind and civil, a snub which sent 
the poor girl to her room indignant with 
you and pitying him to a dangerous de- 
gree. Whenever and however it hap- 
pened, you suffered irretrievable loss 
\vhea your girl said to her sore, resent- 
ful heart: 

"There is no use going to mamma 
with my affairs, Sho would not under- 
stand." 

It is your duty and privilege to under- 
stand. The need of the daughter for tho 
mother is a perpetual necessity. Intensi- 
fy this dependence by everj' loving art at 
your caU. Bo merciful to her escapades, 
tolerant of her crudities. If you havo 
forgotten your owii youthful follies, it 
would be well to resurrect and ro^-iow 
them. It will not bo a pleasant but it 
will be a wholesome exercise. Out of 
the humiliation engendered thereby will 
arise tender compassion, abounding char- 
ity for tho peccadillos of tho madcap 
daughter, patience with the sentimental 
passages which are yet harder to brook. 
If you are not strong enough to climb 
with her, keep her -within easy speaking 
distance. 

If there bo ono tendency of advancing 
ago concerning which wo should cry 
earnestlj', "Good Lord, deliver usi" it is 
intoleranco with the young— with their 
hcadlcng blunders, their self sufiicioncy, 
their restiveuess imder restraint, and, 
most trying of all, their patroniigo of 
ourselves. Youth ia not a fault that wo 
should challenge it so harshly. Tho 
errors of early life are inseparable from 
inexperience and rapid growth of mind 
and body. It ia our sin if, when our 
children turn to us for counsel they can 
got nowhere else, wo givo them llint- 
stones instead of bread, aqua fortis in- 
stead of generous drafts of sympathy and 
encouragement. 

"Wo built tint well," said an ouvrier 
to tho tourist in tho shadow of that mir- 
nclo of marbled mind — tho Cologne ca- 
thedral. 

"Wo" — surveying the beplastered 
blouso and hard hands. "Whathadyou 
to do with it?" 
"I carried mortar for it three ycarsl" 
She who complains that tho "daily 
round, the common task," of tho house 
mother are insufficient ' to satisfy, the 
thirst of an inftnort'al soul may comfort 
herself by asking, "What would theso 
goodly Btonca liavo been wthout tho 
mortar?" Maeion Hahland.

On niy (■iitirinK tliu 
ticket oflije fur the luat train to llio city, tliC 
tramp iniruiluced liiinself. " How nnicli to 
tell you wlieru that kid ia','" 
" Half-a-croH ii to tell iiio whore lie 
13, and lialf u soverigu to get him.'' 
The next d;iy, through the tramp's anpis- 
tance, I had liiiii beside hii distracted 
iiiother. The rewaril was paii!, and some- 
thing more. Halt a year afterwards trump 
jiut lilniacif in evidence for a modest re- 
nimdcr of the occ ision — cheerfully ucjordcd 
Again and agiiin did he come— not too often, 
but judiciouoiy. Having eHtublislied an in- 
tereat in hia movements, ho wrote to me lii - 
tween the pajiodiciil visitations. It wi's 
wonderful the journeys ho reported. No 
gentleman of forluuo travelling for pleasure 
could puBsibly liave aeon nioro of ton 
country.

I am HERE." 'When he turned in after 
these summer peregririations at; tho begin- 
ning of winter, I waa glad to seo him, and 
gladly surrendered the uaual benevolence. 

JIE HAD A COriill THAT (lAINKl) SYM1\VT11V, 

and a line from a subscriber to ono of the 
infirmaries. In the winter ho found li .s 
way to the usual house — the workhouse. 
There he sheltered during the severe win'iu- 
months. When spring began he camo f ut, 
and, without much trouble, secured a liue 
for one of the convalescent homes. In every 
ono of these he has been a frequent visitor 
— and always welcome. He is u handy man. 
He can punt the doors, whitewash tho 
walls, serve meals, and nurse those 
who require nursing. Give him shelter 
and food and he will make himself useful. 
Another peculiar feature of my tramp is 
this. Ho ia always clean however old his 
clothes, they are always well mended-und 
he is truthful ! Those latter traits made mo 
hopo for better things. He only required a 
chance and lie woulil settle down to regular 
■work. Tills I would give him. I took a 
ehop, bought materiala and equipped him as 
a barber. Business canio rolling in. Ho 
seemed on tho way to a fortune. 
But, alas ! prosperity ovcrcamo him. 
Sober in adveisity, ho took to tho 
cups, and for a week the shop was not 
opened, and he was nun t-,1. I blamed my- 
aolf for putting him in a position for.wiiicli 
he waa not able. For two years ho kept out 
of my way. The election timea came round 
and I came upon him as a canvasser for one 
of our political candidates. Through hia 
success in this sphere ho was installed us 
janitor of one of tho political association 
rooms. For a few months

He waa obliging and reliable. He had an 

intelligent interest in all the movements of 
the party with which ho had associated him- 
self. Amid ilic excitement of their varied 
meetings, soirees and lectures he seemed 
perfectly happy, liut the constraint of 
regular work b.!came irksome. Thoughts of 
the country and heathery moors and the 
songs of birds cJiine upon him. All at one j 
he was taken with one of his complaints, 
real or fancied, and left for a convalesc-iit 
home. Since then he has continued hia fre- 
quent journeys, with periodical visits to the 
poorhoueeH and the homes. Our frequent 
conversations have elicited interesting in re- 
gard to this mode of lite. " Ifow did you 
fall into Ihii mocic of tramping '.-" "1 was 
a collier, and took bronchitis and hud to 
give up work. 1 had a brother near New- 
castle. I started from Xiddrie with lifieen- 
penco'to go llicro and try to find him. 1 
found him, and stayed with him a while and 
then came back by the road through H Ut- 
whistlo to Hawick. " " What ia the long- 
est period you have been without food'; 
"Nearly two days, on my first journey, 
when the fifteen-penco was done, and I waa 
owcrblHto to seek help. A gontlcmau 
spoke to me, and travelled with me into l!er- 
wiuk, asking mo ciucstions, ond gave mo a 
shillinc. " Was that your best piece of 
luck?" "Ay, that, or the balf-gumea you 
gave me for finding the boy." "^Jave 
you often had to lie out at night; 
■"No, not often. If I come to a 
collier's row I can shave for as much as gets 
mo lodgings, and if to a big farm bothy I 
play draughts with the men. Im Ruid ut 
this and they are glad to seo mo. I ve had 
shelter whilis in a stackyard, but no often, 
for the dogs are uncanny. I slcepit ance in 
a weo wooden hut along wi' a cow, a calf, 
an' a goat. An' another time in a cart in a 
shod.butlgotan awfu' fright." ''How 
was that?" " Vo see, there wos a hole 
above it for going Into tho loft, and doon 
frae that there jumped during the nicht a 
big cat, righto " -l-^ »Innn,n. 
It was an awfu 
get away up lo 
in the 



time, either in pioking out their cattle in 
the market or tho lielda, and in caring for 
them when tra.'elling ? " " Why don't you 
get a regular job and a tick to it '; '' " So I 
would, but the bronchitis aye comes back." 
Tho clothing of my friend the 
tramp ia always clean and well 
cared for. Where .does be get 
it 'i Hia information is that ha has a num- 
ber of /Wc/k/.s in Glasgow and Ediuburgh 
who reserve portions of their own for him. 
Notwithstanding hia habitual complaint he 
wears well, and keeps hia youthful appear- 
ance. Bia ia the case of derangement 
throu gh loea of work at a critical period of 
life. He was forced to bo a temporary tramp, 
and found it on tho whole ao eucceaaful that 
he has never betaken himself to regulcr worii 
for any couaiderable ijeriod ainoo. Ho has 
gaino:l information in leuard to tho country, 
and its inhabitanta, and their pursuits, 
but applied this to no useful purpose. His 
is a case that illustrates the ease — the too 
great ease — with which people of hia habit 
can find admission to convalescent homes, 
hospitals, and poorbouses. My friend

and can work the trade beautifully, ao far 
us benevolent gentlemen, home matrons, 
and workhouse governors are oouoerned; 
but still even to him there should be greater 
difficttltiea ia finding entrance so frequently 
to such shelters.

A Father, Mother and Daugliter DiS' 
. covered Welteringr ia 
Their Blood. 

Lacolle, Quebec, the SceuR of the 
Tragedy— Robbery the 
Supposed Cause. - 



(Special to the Colonist.) 

Lacoi.lk, Que., Juno .'!. — Tho moat fear- 
ful ti'ugcdy in tho unnala of ilisaisquoi 
county occurred seven niilea from this point 
last night or early thia luoi iiinf;. Henri 
Eddy, hia wifo. Mrs. Kddy, und their 
daughter, Knuna, aged 120, were found mur- 
dered iu their farm house at Beach Ridgo, 
three miles from Clareucjvillo. After the 
murder had been committed, tho ussutsina 
set fire to the dwelling, and tho neighbors, 
who were atttucted to the spot by the 
flames, found the three bodies, which were 
at once removed. Aa yet there is no olue 
to the murderers. There is little doubt 
that the primary intention of the unknown 
murderers wos robbery^' and thia led to the 
siquel, which sent a thrill of horror 
throughout the whole district. In support 
(jf the robbery ttieory it is stated that when 
tho bodies were removed, around Mrs. 
ICddy'a hand was found u rubber band, 
whicli tho iieighijors say was similar to the 
one she carried on her purse. The position 
of the band indicated that it had been slip- 
ped off from the purse, probably in rcspouse 
to the robber's dcniaiid for money. 

l''.\eit(:iiieiit previiila in the neighborhood 
'of liiacli Kiilge, and people aro Hocking to 
the scene of tho nuirdcf. Coroner Mitcliell, 
of Bedford, ia holding an inveatigution thia 
iifienuion. J'^diiy, the murdered man, was 
!S(), unci hia wifo, formerly Miaa linsh, was 
about it'2. They were uiiinng the oldest 
families living m thai p,irt of the country. 
They were from United Empire loyaiiat 
stock, Mr. I'lddy, the gr.uulfather, liiving 
aeltled there in t-he early part of the cen- 
tury. He was a well-to do farmer, indepen- 
dent, and posaeased of considerable money, 
lie was liighly rca|)ected and one of the 
fathers ot the .Methodist church in Cla.'cnce- 
ville. Mies IC idy was well educated and 
held in the liigheat esteem. A man is lield 
in connection with tlie murder, liut hia name 
luis not yet been reported.

>.]0NrKKAl,, June :i — At an early hour 
this morning tiiree American crooks croaeed 
over from Vermont to the hamlet of ik>acli 
R.idge, in Mitsisstjuoi county in this prov- 
ince, and entered tho farmhouse of Mr.

in the locality. They lirst demanded and 
obtained all tho money and valuables ho 
possessed and then shot and billed him, cut 
the throats of his wife and daughter and 
then sot Qre to the house. The flames were 
seen by the neighbors, who at once rushed 
to the spot and were horrified at the sifiht 
of the three dead bodies in a room on the 
lower flat of the house. The assaesins had 
fled after completing their horrible work, 
and the traces they left showed that they 
went directly south to the borderline, three 
miles distant. Detectives have left Mon- 
treal for the scene of the tragedy, accom- 
panied by Mr. H. O. Eddy, a son of the muf- 
dered mun, a prominent manufacturers' 
agent here. Miss Emma Eddy, llie murdered 
daughter, was a beautiful young lady of 
twenty years, and \vi\b Eoon to have been 
married to a well luiown -Montreal jiur- 
tialist.

I am going to try running tho farm 
this sununer from tho Isle of Wight and 
then write a book on cable farming and 
how il prolongs life.

- A Queer Hunt In ft Jungle— Tlie Clutch of a 
Hurricane.

Wo weiu eiicaiiiped aboub 90 rniles 
Boutli of All:i.liiil)iul unci wui-o nbuut to 
start out (iiK! mnrriiu^ to beat up ii. tigor 
which h;id bi'oii iiiiiikcd down whuii a 
coui)lo of ii'Uivo.s c iuKi into Ciunp witli ii 
uitias.-iyo from tlio liuud man o£ a viUago 
-called Poutinir, lying about six milen to 
the fist. Tliuro were four of us in the 
huutiiiL; i^ariy, and the meaaengerB stated 
that the head man liad aomo very impor- 
tant HOWS to coiiiiiiuiucato. JIo would 
have como to us, hut ho was lui old niaii 
and a ci-ijJiile. 'PhinkiuL; it likely that hi.s 
villaj^o was Iroublod with a man oator and 
that ho wanted tliu sorvicus of our rillos 
wo rode over to see him. We found him 
to bo a man over 70 years old, crippled 
by the losa of a leg, and ib was a ([Uoer 
atory he had to toll. Up to the break in;,' 
out of the aei)oy rebellion ho was a princi; 
and a ruler in one of the weatorn [irnv- 
ince.s. ile had cast his lot wilh the rebels, 
■ and afler the I'.ritish reijained euntfol l;ad 
•narrowly eiitaiied the death meted outjio 
BO many other ticions of royaUj'. De- 
posed, divested and disgraced, ho had 
wandered about for several years and 
finally settled down in a junglo villatjo of 
300 inhabitants, llo iiad saved from the 
wreck of Ills fortunes a luiiulier of rare 
-and beautiful jewels. Tliey were heir- 
looms of his r^reatness, and ho liad refus- 
ed to part wiili them. His collection 
comprised rubies, pearls, opals, diamoiuls, 
.sapphires and other precious gems, valued 
at £20,000 in English money. No one in 
the vilia;!0 know nf his wealth.

'I'liey 
had not traveled above live miles when a 
tiger sprang out upon the nuui, knoekerl 
liitn aeuseless or killed him at a blow and 
then bore the body away int i the jungle. 
Tho woman had returned to the village 
and eonfes^od the robbery and told of tho 
fate of her husband. Had she been cariy- 
ing the casket there would have been 
nothing to nuun-n over, but mifortunately 
the husbuDd had it secured to his neck by 
a chain, and o' course it was borno away 
with him. There could be no doubt of 
tho woman's story, because tho ex-princo 
had sent men to the spot, and tlipy h><d 
found plenty of corroborative evidoncn.

He came out of the 
jungle and ciept across an open tield and 
seized a wonrui who had just turned from 
au o]jon lire with a steaming kettle in her 
hand. As lie si)raiig u]>(n\ hgr lie must 
have burned Ids iiaw.s in the hot food, for 
he uttered yells of pain and sprang over 
the lire and made oil'. Tho woman was 
badly clawed, but nob fa'tally injured. 
The tiger returned to tho same fire with- 
in :iO minutes, altliough the village was 
in a hubbub, but the dogs delected liiin, 
and we lired two or three r.andom shots, 
which drove him away for good. 

iS'o.\t morning wo .set out on our search 
for tho c-iskct. A nullah or creek crossed 
tho highway beyond the spot where the 
man had been seized, and we felt sure 
the tiger had passed either up or down it. 
It was ill the dry season, but there were 
water hub's here and there in the gravel- 
ly bed. The creek was not more than LiO 
feet wide in any spot, and tho banks were 
' so thickly covered with trees and vinos as 
\ to form a coinphito arch and almost shut 
1 out tho light of day. Wo decided to first 
go down the creek. Wo must find tho 
ti'-er's bur if we wcjuIcI tind tho casket. 
As the highway was much traveled tho 
beast woind be" likely to get far enough 
I away so that the noise oi vehicles would 
not disturb his flumbcra. Wo had sup- 
plied ourselves with liglUa, and as wo 
jiasaed slowly down tho bed of the creek 
wo lialiod every few yards to search for 
proofs that the body had been carried 
this way. We followed tho stream for a 
mile before .satisfying ourselves that it 
was nol the tiger's runway, and eo -ilow 
was (air rate (.if progress that wdien wo 
finally returned to the highway it was too 
late in tho day to begin the search on tho 
olher side. Nothing was heard from tho 
man eater that night, and we were at tho 
null.di next morning before tho sun was 
u[). We got a shock while yot l."i rods 
away. \ bullock attached to a cart was 
tangled up in tho edge of the jungle and 
unable to move, and in tho centre of tho 
highway were evidences to prove that the 
,inan eater had secured another victim. A 



native had been passing that way perhaps 
an hour before, and the tiger had seized 
and carried him oil'. The dust was heavy 
with dew, and we could trace tho foot- 
steps of tbo animal to tho nullah. Ho 
had gone up tho bed of tho stream with 
his burden. We released the ox to go 
whore he would with tho vehicle and. tlien 
descondod the bank and began bur move- 
inont up stream. Nothing was more cer- 
tain than that wo should find tho tiger 
lying in somewhere above ua, and our 
proceed hig was foolhardy in tho oxtremo. 
Ho woulti probably havo finished his 
breakfast, drank liis till and composed 
himself for a nap, but yet ho would have 
all the advantage. Tho bed of the nuUidi 
was rough traveling, and owing to tho 
dense shade it waa like looking into a 
forest at twiligiit. 

" Hero is wdiat wo must doiicnd on," 
whispered the captain to mo af er wo had 
advanced a few rods. " 1 am satislied 
that the tiger has his den above us. Ho 
has been in this locality for niontlis. Ho 
has pounced upon and carried oil' half a 
dozen [jeople, and each body has probably 
been conveyed up this route. Our noses 
(jimht to tell us when wo are getting close 
to his iair." 

The n.illah turned and twisted like a 
ram's horn, and after tho lirst 10 roda we 
advanced on hands and knees. Wo had 
made a distance of half a mile when wo 
got a faint sniff of the odor wo had been 
expecting. Fifty foot farther ib became 
so olhuisivo that wo were fain to hold our 
noses, .lust here was a water hole lo or 
20 feet long and tho width of the creek.

Kaeh of us picked ii]i a L'ootl si;'.eil stone 
and hurled it at the wall, and ibey had 
scarcely struck wdieii the sleeping tiger 
spuing to bis feet with a savage growl. 
While ho was not above 10 yards .away 
wo could make him out hut dimly, lie 
was turning round and round and snitl'ing 
the air when wo fired together, and ho 
dri'|iped dead. When we lighted torches 
and .advanced, wo found him to bo an old 
male with teeth W(U-n down to the gums 
and ]n'obably l.'linci of one eye. lie bad 
committed great havoc, however, and liad 
we only wounded him lie would have 
charged us, and we might have been nura- 
beretl among his victims. Wo certainly 
expected to lind tho casket whore we 
found the tiger, and great was our chagrin 
when we failed to liud anj' trace of it.

Next day we returned to tlie nullah 
with ttn-eh bearers, and beoitiniug at the 
highway wo searched eveiy inch (jf ground 
and every water hole t(.i tho den and be 
yond. Wo found more trinkets and i 
noinber of coins, but tho casket was not 
there to be discovered. After we had 
thoroughly satislied ourselves (if this fact 
wo decided that the woman litul deceived 
us. Her husband had certainly been car 
ried oil' and d(!Voured by the tiger, but 
she was ])r(d)ably carrying the casket 
and llcd with it. Knowing thiit she could 
prove her story, she had secreted tho cas 
ket before entering tho village and would 
bide her time to get away with it. When 
w e informed the old man of our conclu 
sion, he agreed with ua.

THE CLUTCir OF A HUnKICANE. 

From o'clock in tlie morning until -1 
in tho afternoon tlit; sky was cloudles-j 
and witliout a breath of air stirring, and 
the surface of tho ocean was like glass. 
At tho last nariied hour it bueaino aa dark 
as if night had shut down. Tho glass 
had been steadUy falling sihce noon, and 
one had but to look at sky and water to 
know what was coming. By half past -t 
tho ship was stripned for tho struggle, 
life lines rove along tho deck", and the 
watch below turned up. The hunps wore 
lighted, all work suspended, and then 
began a period of suspense like the wait- 
ing for a battle to open. 

Two thousand miles of Indian ocoan 
rolled between us and the nearest foot of 
land. The shij) 1 ly as helpless as a log, 
heaving and lurching on tbo ground swell, 
and fiom tho dejiths of her holtl camo 
(pieer, stViuige noises to further awo iuid 
opjn-ess the sailm's gathered bu'ward. It 
is during a calm that tho creak of bulk- 
heads, tlie grinding of tho cargo and the 
d(deful complaints from yards and blocks 
are heard the loudest. 

" Hear tho dead men moaning !" w his- 
pered tho sailors to each other as strange 
noises came out of the west. 

It wasa\veird. grewsome sound — souic- 
tiines like tho cry of a night bird afar oil 
and again reminding you of tho vibrations 
if a harp string. Such sounds are only 
heard at sea when the elements are pro- 
paring for fierce warfare. Lot thorn como 
the ears of the lone lighthouse keeper 
(Ml the coast, and be uniiUl tremble like a 
child and mayhap desert, bis post:. 

Here Ihe drowning men scdj !" whis- 
pered the saihjis again as the shi]) rested 
on an even keel for a moineiit. 

From stern to rudder the waters boat 
ainst hor sides wi'li a curious gurglo, 
like unto the gasping, sobbing sound a 
intin gives oub as he sinks for the last 
time. It is a sound to bring a chill and 
;o your llesli creep when night is at 
hand and the wrath of heaven making 
ready for its spring'. 

At oo'eluck the only change is that the 
darkness is more intense, and tho silence 
has become so profound that the chec]) ! 
cheep! of a block aloft is annoyingly 
painful. There are no orders to be given. 
I'hoso who converse lower their voices, 
IS people do when there is deith in tho 
house. 

At o'clock tho men are sent to sup- 
per. Thoy eat in such silence that the 
aliij) seems to bo deserted forward of the 
iiiaininast. They hurry tho meal, for no 
man can say what iiK^unent tho storm king 
will make his wild change. Two or three 
of t belli light their pipes, and the blaze 
of the matches strikes against tho dark- 
ness iis if it were a stone wall. It is the 
darkni'ts of the gloomiest dutigeon e\ er 
built by human hands. It seems to press 
you down lik>) dead weight and to clutch 
at you with olammy lingers. 
" Keady there 1 Forward !" 
The captain's sudden shout is followed 
bj' a h.'iig drawn moan in tho west— a 
moan which gradually changes into a wild, 
lierce scream as the gale strikes us. We 
arc broadside on. Illvery man Indds (Ui 
for dear life. 'J'lie gre it ship is at lirst 
pushed down until her decks are awash, 
and then she is lifted up and heeled over 
to port — over and over until tho ends of 
her yards are in the water and tho decka 
straight uj) and down. Men shut their 
eyes that they may not see the spectre of 
death. One — two — three minutes, and 
thru she slowly rolls back to starboard, 
swings her bead to the east, and away wo 
go before a shrieking, howling, screaming 
hurricane, which seems maddened at our 
escape. The ship must bo biouglit 
around before tho sea gets up. Men 
clutch and crowl and cr^ep abont. Tho 
din is infornnl. No orders are given, but 
all understand what is to be done. When 
idl is ready, she swings slowly about, 
wilh her nuae to the gale, falls oil' on the 
polt tack, and the stormsail holds her 
there. The wheel is lashed, another sail 
is m.ade ready in case of accident, and 
human hands can do no more. The wrath 
of heaven has been let lo()se on the wide 
sea, and were there mountains here the 
fprce of the wind would make them 
tremble to their fouudalions. 

At midnight the ship is soaring up, up, 
up, until you half believe the gale has 
clasped hands under her keel and lifted 
her clear of the mad wtiters. She reaches 
tho crest of tho mountiduoua wave, hanga 
there for a moment and then rushes 
down, down, down, until every lip 
breathes a prayer and every heart stands 
still. At tho crest of the wave n legion 
of demons are skulking and shouting. 
Down in the hidlows it is so (|uiet that 
you can hear the driji of tho water from 
tho roof of the di^ckliouse. .Vt daylight 
the spectacle is apjialling. Tho ocean is 
snow white with its boiling. The waves 
como rolling up until they seem to tower 
as li'gh as the mastheads, and from the 
crest of each one the gide catches the 
milk white foain and whirls it in patches 
and sheets higher than tho jieakB of the 
Andes. 

As tho sun comes up, rod and dull, 
there is a shout from every man on the 
docks of tho ship. Broad away on our 

starboard side is an lOuglish troopshii 
wrecked abdt and damaged alow. There 
are gangs of men at the |)iimps, and her 
decks are crowded with others w ho can 
do nothing but w.ait. The gale will not, 
roach its height till noon. Thero is not 
ono chance in a thousand for that ship. 
Her sluggish actions tell us that the 
w.ater is gaining on tho pumps, and tho 
wild llings of tier bowsprit are tokens 
that she is inclined to broach to. They 
see us as we see them. Here luid there 
is ii woman, here and there a sailor, but 
moat of them aro soldiers. Thoy sot no 
signal. There is no hand outstretched. 
Somo of them do not oven raiso thoir 
eyes to us. Somo aro dumb with tho 
horror of the situation. All are helpless 
as the shreds of foam Hying' across the 
face of the morning sun. It is scarcely 
;iO minutes from the time wu catch sight 
of hor when her head swings away, the 
gale catches her broadside, and next mo- 
ment she has vanished from sight, swal- 
lowed up as a stone drops oub of sight 
down tho shaft of a mino. We utter 
cry of horror, but tlioy are dumb. Tho 
gale brings no shout, no cry. < )no mo- 
ment she waa there with (100 siiuls 
aboard. The next it is as if wo had slept 
and dreamed it all. . M. Quad.
